TELEPHONE “ BELLO” 
BECOMING OBSOLETE 


The familiar “ Hello” is by degrees dy ing out 
in telephone practice. More and more telephone 
users are injecting personality into their saluta­ 
tions and answering “ Mr. So-and-So speaking.” 


When Bell was making his early experiments 
he used the word “ Ahoy ” but “ Hello” supersed­ 
ed it when the telephone got into practical use. 


The word “ Hello” originated in England, 
when wolf-hunting was the favorite sport of the 
gentry . French was the language of the court 
at that time so the wolf-hunters used the cry of 
the French hunter which was “ Auloup!” mean­ 
ing, to the wolf. This call heard from a distance 
sounded like “ a-loo” but the English who always 
add the H sound to every possible word, 
shouted back “ haloo.”
